Chitten d en is o n e o f 
the chemists selected by the go v ­ 
ern men t to an aly ze the can n ed 
ro ast beef. 
He p resen ted his re­ 
p o rt, sho win g that the beef gen er­ 
ally was go o d . 
No chemicals had 
been fo u n d by him in its p rep ara­ 
tio n an d * it was gen erally who le­ 
so me. 
He, 
ho wev er, 
ex p ressed 
d o u bt as to whether the heat o f the 
tro p ical climate wo u ld n o t cau se 
the fat in the can s o f liq u ify an d 
thu s ren d er the fo o d d isp leasin g to 
the sight. 
Dr. Cu rrie testified that he had 
mad e chemical an aly sis o f the beef, 
which 
sho wed the 
p resen ce o f 
salicy lic acid an d bo racic acid . 
He was in charge o f a d etail o f 
1 09 men to co n stru ct a rifle ran ge 
at Jackso n v ille in Ju n e an d Ju ly . 
Often the men were co mp elled to 
thro w away the beef sen t them fo r 
d in n er. 
On 
o n e o ccasio n there 
was esp ecial tro u ble, an d the n ex t 
d ay after eatin g this meat o n ly 2 4 
men were able to rep o rt fo r d u ty . 
He had tested a p iece o f this meat 
fo r salicy lic acid , gettin g a d e­ 
cid ed reactio n . 
On an o ther o cca­ 
sio n he secu red a bo racic acid re­ 
actio n . 
“ On e p ecu liarity o f the 
m eat,” he said , “ was that it kep t 
so well an d smelt so bad ly .” 
“ W hen men wo u ld thro w it u p , 
o ften man y ho u rs after eatin g, it 
was still fo u n d u n d eco mp o sed .” 
H e had co n sid ered the can n ed 
meat u n fit fo r his men to eat, an d 
had ad v ised them n o t to eat it. 
Dr. Cu rrie ex p ressed the o p in io n 
that the refrigerato r beef had been 
so aked in so me p reserv ativ e flu id , 
co n tain in g salicy lic acid , bu t he 
afterward said his first id ea had 
been that the acid had been in ­ 
jected . 
Dr. Cu rrie said he had d isco v er­ 
ed so me ten o r twen ty y ears ago , 
by actu al tests, that o n e co mp an y 
u sed salicy lic to p reserv e its meats. 
Tw o mo n ths ago he had mad e a 
similar test o f beef fu rn ished by an ­ 
o ther co mp an y at his o wn ho me in 
En glewo o d , Ñ. J ., an d had fo u n d 
that it co n tain ed salicy lic acid .

The Siiiidlpox Epidemic In Car- 
rMl County. Mo. 


THE BOAJID OF HEALTH. 


Disea se Wa s Discussed a t Yesterda y ’s 
Meeting *—The So ldiers Were 
the Ca use o t It. 


The state board of health held 


its quarterly meeting yesterday at 


the Southern hotel in St. Louis. 


The 
quarterly 
report 
of 
the 


board was read by 
Dr. Standlee, 


who, with Dr. James, was selected 


as a delegate to the convention of 


state 
and 
provincial 
boards 
of 


health, 
which 
will 
be 
held 
in 


Richmond, V a ., M a y 30 31. 


One of the most interesting parts 


of this report related to the small­ 


pox epidemic. 
The first case in 


this state 
was discovered in Bos- 
worth, Carroll county, and there 
have been only few cases outside of 
that county. 
O f the other twenty- 
five cases throughout the state only 
two resulted in death. 
Reports 
from 
Carroll 
county, 
the secretary stated, confirmed the 
reputed value of vaccination. 
In 
not one case where the patient had 
been 
vaccinated 
did 
the 
attack 
prove fatal and it was generally of 
a light form. 
The 
table 
which 
Dr. Standlee included in his report 
shows the number of cases in the 
various states and territories and 
the number which 
proved fatal. 
Although some states escaped en- 
tirely'; 
many had a much larger 
number than Missouri. 
The cau^^e of the epieemic was, 
in the opinion of the board, the re­ 
turn of the solders. 
In the W est 
Indies smallpox is a common dis­ 
ease and it is believed that the sol­ 
diers brought the germs home with 
them. 
This theory is borne out by 
the fact that the disease was dis­ 
covered in all parts of the country 
;about the same time, shortly after 
the return of the army, and also by 
the number of cases in Virginia, 
where aD the soldiers disembarked, 
and where many of them remained.
